His fortune at the time of his 


death, in his seventy-eighth year, 
was estimated in reliable quarters 
at $20,000,000, His announced ben- 
efactions totaled more than $75,- 
000,000, but he was known to 
have dispensed an additienal $25,- 
000,000, regarding which he had 
allowed nothing to be said. 

A bachelor, with no near rela- 
tives, Eastman is survived by a 
niece, Mrs. George B. Dryden of 
Evanston, Ill., who will arrive here 
today to plan the funeral. 

A public funeral service will be 
held in St. Paul's Episcopal Chureh 
Thursday afternoon. The services 
will be eonducted by the Rev. 
George Edward Norton. The body 
will be cremated, in accordance 
with a wish of the philanthropist. 

Died With Pistol in Hand. 


He talked cheerfully yesterday 
with business associates who wit- 
nessed a codicil to his will. - After 
they left, he asked the sickroom 
attendants to withdraw. A mo- 
ment later they heard a shot. They 
found hi mdead in his bed, a pis- 
tol in his hand. These friends said 
the business of his company was 
not discussed. 


Eastman had  Ieft a note ad- 


dressed to “My _§ friends,” which 
said: “My work is done. Why 
- wait?” 

Dr. Audley D. Stewart, the in- 


dustrialist’s personal physician and 
close friend, said Eastman feared 
invalidism as the years crept upon 
him. He had been ill a long time, . 

From a collection of firearms he 
had made, Eastman selected the 
pistol with which to end his life. 
This was disclosed by Dr. Stewart 
who said Eastman often had asked 
close friends whether they thought 
Suicide was excusable itn some 
cases, The pistol was a German 
Luger automatic, of the type car- 
ried by German efficers in the 
World War. 


Lewis B. Jones, vice president of 
the Eastman Kodak. Co.,, in a state- 
ment at New York, said: 

“Mr. Eastman had always ex- 
pressed a dread of lingering ill- 
hess and of a life af uselessness. 
His lifelong friend and business as- 
sociate, Walter Hubbell, had 
passed away but a few weeks ago, 
after an illness that confined him 
to his bed for two or three years. 
This ,no doubt preyed wpon Mr. 
Eastman’s mind. And go, appar- 
ently, he planned carefully to end 
his orderly life in an orderly way.” 


Gradually Quit Business: 


In the last few years EKastmap 
had gradually withdrawn from the 
Eastman Kedak Co., the $200,000,- 
000 concern he organized with 
money he began saving at 14 years 
of age as an office boy at $3 a 
week, A great deal of his time in 
his later years was spent in his 
flower-filled mansion, where a 
pipe organ was played during his 
meals, Until a few years ago he 
went on big-game hunting trips 
from time to time, 

Thomas A, Edison was one of 
Eastman’s closest friends and co- 
workers. Together they contribu- 
ted largely toward the development 
of the modern motion picture. Ed- 
ison made the machine that first 
reproduced motion visually. In it

Start of a Career. 
Eastman's mother had been 
Maria Kilbourn until she married 
George Washington Eastman, a 
pioneer in the establishment of a 
Lusiness college. With his father’s 
death the college declined and the 
future “kodak’’ magnate then was 
forced to leave school to help sup- 
port .his mother and two sisters. He 
became an errand boy in a real es- 
tate office. Later he worked for 
an insurance firm and then be- 
eame a bookkeeper in the Roches- 
ter Savings Bank. 

In 1889, Eastman sueceeded in 
making practicable the first cel- 
lulose bage for transparent, flex- 
ible film. When this was sensitive- 
ly coated ,it became film such as 
his company now manufactures. 
Meanwhile, Edison, working in 
his West Orange, N. J., factory to 
perfect a motion picture machine, 
heard of the Eastman film discoy- 
ery and sent his assistant, Dick- 
son, to investigate. Dickson toek 
&@ strip back and showed it to Edi- 
g80Nn, 

“That’s it—We've got it, boys!” 
exclaimed Edison. “Now work like 
hell!” 

Since that time Eastman’s firm 
has manufactured motion picture 
film. The purchase memorandum 
for the first order was kept in 
Eastman’s files, dated-Sept. 2, 1889. 
He once said he had given his 
fameras the name “Kodak” be- 
cause “K” was his favorite letter. 
He just put a “K” on either end, 
he said, and fitted in other letters 
that weuld make a name he eould 
pronounce and meet trade name re- 
quirements. 

Eastman said of Edison, when 
the latter died, “his death closes a 
career that set the tempo for an 
unparalleled era of inventien," and 
the same might now be said of 
Kastman in the matter of industrial 
development. He made ‘+e cam- 
era “as convenient as the pencil” 
for the amateur, | ‘ 

For the 13-Month Year. 
With the late Julius Rosenwald, 
whose death preceded his by only 
a short time, Eastman labored for 
years in hehalf of a 13-month cal- 
endar. He put the plan into prac- 
tical effect at his plant here. AS 
far as internal. erganization was 
concerned, the whole plant and the 
20,000 Eastman Kodak Co. em- 
ployes connected with it did busi- 
ness on q@ 13-months-a-year basis. 
Rosenwald, chairman of the 
board of Sears, Roebuck &, Co., 
had the Rochester store of that 
company operated on the same 
basis, 

Eastman wrote articles for sev- 
eral magazines about the 13-month 
calendar he had put into effect 
at his plant. Later he prepared a 
pamphiet on the subject and it 
was widely distributed. At ene 
time the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States joined East- 
man in support of the movement. 

He resigned as prasident of the 
Eastman Company and became 
chairman of its board of directors 
in 1926. Until recently he was a 
director of the Metropolitan Opera 
Co. in New York.

EMBARGO ON IMPORTS 
FROM RUSSIA REFUSED 


Secretary Mills Says Each Ship- 
ment Will Be Considered on 
Its Merits. 


By the Asso@ated peaaeney 
WASHINGTON, March 15.—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mills held 
today that under present laws the 
Government is powerless to impose 
a general embargo against impor- 
tation of Russian products. 

Thiga was his answer to a delega- 
tion headed by Senator Oddie 
(Rep.) of Nevada, which asked 
that Soviet products be excluded. 
More than 100 represeniatives of 
business, labor and eivie erganiza- 
tions went with Oddie to the 
Treasury Departmeat to present a 
petition saying Ruasien laws niade 
labor compulsory. 

It added that “imports produced 
under the, conditions of virtual 
slavery which exist in the Soviet 
Union are a serious menace to 


many branches of industry and ag- 
riculture in the United States.” 

The delegation urged that the 
products be excluded under section 
307 of the tariff act, which bars 


manufactured by forced or inden- 
tured labor, unless there is an in- 
sufficient quantity produced in this 
country to meet domestic demand. 
Mills, however, said that if Con- 
gress intended to place a general 
cmbargo on Russian goods it must 
provide specific legislation before 
the Treasury could act.

the general public should be sup- 
planted in whole or in part with 
revenues from an increase in the 
higher surtaxes on personal in- 
comes. 

The bill as it stands runs the sur- 
taxes up to 40 per cent on incomes 
over $100,000, as compared with 
the present rate of 20 per cent. 

The argument that the top rate 
should be higher than 40 per cent, 
the reply is made by the Treasury 
and other supporters of the Dill 
that the net income that used to 
be found in the upper brackets is 
“no longer there.” The contention 
is set up, moreover, that a higher 
rate than 40 per cent would quick- 
ly encounter a point of diminish- 
ing returns, at which wealth would 
begin to escape into tax-exempt 5Se- 
curities. 

Possibilities of Higher Surtaxes. 
It is true, of course, that there 
has been a great shrinkage of in- 
come in the upper brackets, due in 
large measure to the curtailment 
of dividends during the depression 
and the write-offs on account of 
capital losses. But this does not 
mean that all the wealth has been 
washed out of those brackets. Fig- 
ures assembled today by the Post- 
Dispatch indicate that Congress 
has not fully explored the possi- 
bilities of surtax increasés. 

Some of the Progressives in Con- 
gress take the position that since 
we are in an emergency compar- 
able to one-created by war, we 
ought to have no hesitation in re- 
turning to wartime rates on large 
personal incomes. 

Even if the “money isn’t there,” 
they say, we ought to show a will- 
ingness to go as far in the direc- 
tion of taxing great wealth as we 
apparently are going in the other 
direction. And if the money is 
there, they add, we ought to cre- 
ete the machinery with which to 
tal:e’a fair portion of, it. 

This school of thought holds, 
first, that income tax dbrackets 
should be graduated above $100,- 
000. If a graduation is logical up 
to that point, runs the argument, 
it is logical up to $1,000,000 or 
even beyond. In other words, the 
contention is that it is unfair to 
take as great a proportion of a 
$100,000 income as of a $1,000,000 
income.

What the Figures Show. 

Let us see what are the revenue 
possibilities if the rates should be 
fixed at the scale which prevailed 
on the incomes of 1918, 1919, 1920 
and 1921. The surtaxes in those 
years ran to a top figure of 65 per 
cent, applicable on the amount of 
income over $1,000,000. 

In the calendar year 1930 the 
total amount of net taxable in- 
come in the brackets from $100,- 
000 upward was $1,556,805,823, a 
sharp drop from the more than 
$4,300,000,000 income of 1929, but 
nevertheless a sum capable of 
yielding a sizable amount of reve- 
nue in taxes. The taxes paid on 
the incomes of $100,000 and over 
for 1930 amounted to $237,716,- 
046. This was at the average rate 
of 15 per cent on the taxable in- 
come. 
In computing possibilities, the 
big question is how much income 
is left in the brackets from $100,- 
900 upward. The Post-Dispatch has 
obtained an official set of esti- 
mates, used in the deliberations of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which shows that there was 
still left in these upper brackets 
for 1931 a net taxable income of 
more than a Dillion dollars. That 
is, the income of about $1.600,000,- 
000 of 1930 had been cut approxi- 


mately one-third.

WASHINGTON, March 15. 
HE ‘Treasury did not pro- 
T pose the general manufac- 
turers’ sales tax, but it was 
written into the pending bill 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee after the “selec- 
tive’ taxes recommended by 
the Treasury had been bitterly 
assailed by the automobile 
manufacturers and the other 
interests affected. 

Now that the sales tax is in 
the bill, the Treasury is sup- 
porting the tax as an alterna- 
tive to the rejected special taxes, 
and is urging that the bill be 
passed so that the budget may 
be balanced in the fiscal year 
1933. It is expected to yield 
$600,000,000. 

The general sales tax prin- 
ciple was sharply criticised by 
Ogden Millis, then Under-Secre- 
tary and now Secretary of the 
last 


Treasury, in an address 

Dec. 14, before the Economic 
Club of New York. In the 
course of this speech, which 
went exhaustively into the 
Government's fiscal situation. 


In a radio address Saturday 
night Mr. Mills told his hearers 
that he was one of those who 
had at first opposed a general 
sales tax but when the Ways 
and Means Committee had 
found a way to simplify its col- 
lection, and means to avoid a 
pyramiding of the tax, and also 
being convinced that there was 
no other source to provide the 
complete revenue needed, he 
had accepted the views of the 
members of Congress who had 
drafted the bill. He said he did 
not even now agree with all its 
provisions, and probably no one 
else would, but on the whole it 
was the best that could be done. 

In his Dec. 14 address Mills 
had said: 

“We (meaning the Treasury) 
weighed the merits of the gen- 
eral sales or turnover tax, but 
rejected it, not only because it 
bears no relation to ability to 
pay and is regressive in char- 
acter, but because of the enor- 
mous administrative difficulties 
and the almost inevitable pyr- 
amiding of the tax in the course 
of successive sales. 

“We studied the limited man- 
ufacturers’ or producers’ sales 
tax, which is being adminis- 
tered with a fair degree of suc- 
cess in Canada. In Canada a 
tax ts imposed at the rate of 4 
per cent on the manufacturers’ 
sale price, or the import value 
of al] goods not exempt, which 
are produced or manufactured 
in Canada or imported into 
Canada. Retailers are exempt. 
It is distinctly not a turnover 
tax. Practically all raw mate- 
rials of farms, mines, fisheries, 
etc., are exempt, as are most 
small manufacturers and pro- 
ducers, such as custom tailors, 


shoemakers, plumbers, opti- 
cians, et al. 

“The extent of the exemp- 
tions is very great. They fill

certificates. Every manufac- 
turer and wholesaler is required 
to take out a license. If one 
licensed manufacturer buys 
from another licensed manufac- 
turer or licensed wholesaler, he 
notes his certificate number on 
the order; this is noted on the 
sales invoice, and the sale is 
exempt. 

“When the last licensed tax- 
payer sells to an unlicensed 
purchaser, the tax is collected. 
Administrative discretion is 
granted to an extent unheard 
of in this country and which I 
doubt whether our Congress 
would ever be willing to grant. 
Not only has the Minister of 
Finance final power to fix the

“With some 200,000 manu- 
facturing establishments in the 
United States, our much 
more extensive ands complicated 
industrial mechanism, our 
tendency to set out adminis- 
trative procedure with almost 
meticulous accuracy in our 
statutes, and our reluctance to 
grant administrative discretion 
or the authority to adminis- 
trative officers to make final 
decisions, it is more than doubt- 
ful whether the Canadian sales 
tax would meet with the suc- 
cess in our country that it has 
across the border.

1918 or of 19z1, but what we 
desire can be accomplished by 
returning in principle to the 
general plan of taxation existing 
under the revenue act of 1924, 
with such changes as are ap- 
propriate in the light of exist- 
ing conditions.”

BOTH SIDES LAI

Anti-Prohibitionists Foresee

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Con- 
flicting claims for both sides fol- 
lowed the test of strength in the 
House yesterday on submitting 
prohibition to the people once 
again. The result—a 227 to 187 
vote against considering a resolu- 
tion proposing to amend the Con- 
stitution by giving the states indi. 
vidual control over liquor—was 
hailed by the wets and modifica- 
tionists as presaging victory next 
time. The drys .said the result 
proved their lines strong, though 
some conceded a gain to their op- 
ponents. 

Here is some of the comment 
from the wet side: 

Representative Linthicum (Dem.), 
Maryland, leader of the wet bloc: 
“The fight is all but won. All we 
need is one more election. 

Representative Beck, . Pennsy!l- 
vania, Republican leader on the 
same side: The vote makes it 
plain that if the Republican party 
adopts a dry platform in June it 
will court disaster.”

It was the first time in 12 years that members 
of Congress have been put on record on the subject 
of prohibition revision, and 187 Congressmen, some 
of them still favoring prohibition but disagreeing 
with Federal control over liquor, voted for a change.

The 
effort in Washington to secure congressional sanc 
tion for 2.75 per cent beer is a characteristic subter- 
fuge of the type that blinks the realities of the sit- 
vation. The eighteenth amendment prohibits the 
manufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
United States. To assume that 2.75 beer is not in- 
toxicating is to presume upon the good faith of the 
United States Supreme Court. The clear intent of 
the amendment may be overemphasized by the Vol- 
stead Act, which limits alcoholic content to one-half 
of 1 per cent; but who seriously believes that the 
intent of the amendment would not be violated by an 
alcoholic per cent of 2.752 We are merely quibbling 
when we make such a proposal. We are doing the 
same thing the country did before it came to grips 
with the slavery issue. The Wilmot proviso and the 
Missouri compromise were the prototypes of the 
makeshifts with which we seek to defeat the prohibi- 
tion law without having actually repealed it. 

Neither morally nor economically can the country 
afford national prohibition. Time is the test of all 
things, and time has been the test of this. The rem- 
edy lies in Congress, and the country can avail itself 
of it only when there sits in Congress a majority op 
posed to the demoralizing and wasteful make-believe 
which now afflicts us. If there were 187 members in 


HINDENBURG’S NEAR-TRIUMPH. 

President Hindenburg polled more votes than any 
other candidate in the German election, but, thanks 
to a curious provision of the Constitution, a run-off 
election April 10 is mecessary. He missed the re- 
quired majority by only 169,752 votes out of a total 
exceeding 37,600,000. In the run-off, oddly enough, 
only a plurality is required. Germany will have to 
go through another campaign, in which the Nazis 
probably will double their frenzied efforts of the last 
few weeks. The framers of the Weimar Constitution, 
seeking to save Germany from the rule of a minority 
President, put in this ruling, which falls short of 


making sure the winner will have a majority, but; 


merely prolongs the suspense. The improbability of 
a majority in a country with 17 political parties 
is evident. This would seem to be the German equiv- 
alent of our own lame duck procedure, and we await 
the Teutonic Senator Norris who will lead the fight 
to reform the Constitution. 

Neither Hitler nor the Communist, Thaelmann, 
reached his expected poll, while the moderates, united 
behind Hindenburg, more than held their ground. The 
Nazis’ showing indicates that Hitlerism has reached 
and probably passed its zenith. It is a party that fat- 
tens on discontent, and there was a far larger supply 
of this than in 1930, but its increase in votes was 
much below its gains in the Reichstag election of that 
year. Hitler’s vigorously worded determination to 
fight on prevents the Reichstag from recognizing the 
expression for Hindenburg and giving the election to 
him without a run-off. 

‘Germany meets the hopes of itg friends abroad by 
the vote for Hindenburg and stability. It is likely 
many voters will board the band wagon in April to 
insure him a substantial victory. His was a digni- 
fied campaign, with only one address by the candi- 
date himself, as contrasted with the fierce verbal 
assaults of the Nazis. The Field Marshal has had 
the support of the moderates throughout his arduous 
regime, and held it in the election. It is unlikely

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IN WHICH A TRADE PAPER CRIES OUT. 

For the past two years the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been investigating so-called reci- 
procity cases in the railway industry, particularly in 
relation to purchases and routing. A proposed re 
port has been drawn up by examiners for the com- 
mission and exceptions are now being received. One 
phase of the investigation relates to the Waugh 
Equipment Co. of Depew, N. Y., makers of draft 
gears. It is alleged that certain officials and em- 
ployes of Armour & Co. were given stock in the 
Waugh concern, and that Waugh salesmen used 
Armour connections to force railroads to buy draft 
gears. ; 

Last Oct. 12 the Federal Trade Commission, after 
its own investigation, ordered the Waugh company 
to “cease and desist” from the practice of threatening 
loss of Armour business in trying to sell railroad 
equipment. The order is not directed against Armour 
& Co., as stich, but against certain officialae and 
employes. 

Now comes the Railway Age, one of the most con- 
servative of trade journals, to declare that private 
ownership of railways is especially endangered by 
racketeering within the industry. Part of the editorial 
appears on thig page.

rector William P. Bartel of the Bureau 
of Service of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and Examiner John L. Rogers rec- 
ommended that the commission should seek 
legislation by Congress to deprive the ship- 
per of his present statutory power to route 
his freight, and also to authorize the com- 
mission “to require by order that purchases 
of any or all materials, supplies, equipment 
or other articles shall be made from the 
bidder whose bid is the most favorable to 
the carrier or carriers, to be ascertained 
by competitive bidding under regulations 
to be prescribed by the commission.”

Having conquered Manchuria with her armies, 
Japan has formed a so-called independent government 
in that Chinese province, permitting a scion of the 
Manchu dynasty to assume the title of dictator.

It will be recalled that, following the Sino-Jap 
anese War of 1894, China was compelled to acknowl- 
edge Korea’s independence, Japan, however, never 
intended that Korea really should be independent, 
and Korea did not become so, except in name. As 
soon as Korea was detached from Chinese influence, 
Japanese infiltration began and the Korean Govern- 
ment was subjected to the domination of Japanese 
“advisers.” By her victory in the war with Russia, 
Japan strengthened her hold on Korea, which, while 
still theoretically independent, became a Japanese 
protectorate. Finally, in 1910, all pretense was dis- 
carded and Korea was annexed outright.

The facts as to why the two kinds of 
legislation have been proposed should, how- ~ 
evér, be squarely faced. There is a wide 
difference between doit business in ac- 
cordance with sound economic principles 
and doing business in accerdance with the 
principles of racketeering, and there is very 
much too much racketeering in what is 
called business. Those who use, agd wish 
to continue to use, the methods of the rack- 
etecr always are among the most clamor- 
ous in opposing and denouncing govern- 
ment interference in business, but they are 
the most responsible for it. They are al- 
ways loud fn criticising politicians for such 
interference; but it is they who afford poli- 
ticlans the.ammunition for demanding it. 

In the ordinary phraseology of the market 
place, “good business men” include all who 
have made a lot of money, but many mien 
get rich principally or entirely ‘by preying 
upon really good business men and upon 
society. A good business man, in the true 
sense, is one who succeeds because he is so 
efficient in managing production and sales 
that he gets aAarge market while giving at 
least as good quality or service in propor- 
tion to his prices as his competitors. A 
racketeer is one who resorts to force or 
some other means besides efficiency in pro- 
duction and selling to get business or 
money. Efficiency in production and. se}l- 
ing is sometimes supplemented by racket- 
eering, but that does not make'‘the racket- 
eering any less racketeering. 

It is a practice as old as commerce for 
buyers to argue that those from whom they 
buy should, if practicable, reciprocate by 


' buying from them, and it is a legitimate 


commercial practice. When, then, does so- 
called “reciprocity” become racketeering? 
It becomes racketeering when threats or 
promises are used to influence the pro- 
spective buyer to disregard the relationship 
between quality and price. 

The records of the recent “reciprocity” 
hearings before the Federal Trade Commis- 


wide effects upon railway rates, earnings 
and service? Rackets in government and 
business due to the efforts of business men 
to increase their own profits, regardless of 
the efficiency of their own production and 
sales methods, probably are as much re- 
sponsible for the condition to which indus- 
try, commerce and finance recently have 
been reduced as any other cause, 
* ” * 

It is high time leaders in American busi- 
ness began to recognize and concede such 
facts and to act accordingly. The entire 
capitalistic system is placed in danger 
by such conditions as now exist in this coun- 
try, which are largely due to practices in 
business that are economically unsound, 
Private ownership of railways is especially 
endangered; and the present condition of 
the railroad industry is mainly due to the 
fact that so many persons who call them- 
selves “business men,” but who either are 
ignorant of sound business and economic 
principles, or have no regard whatever for 
the effects of what they do upon the indus- 
trial and commercial system of the coun- 
try, have used all the methods of the rack- 
eteer in attacking railway earnings for their 
own selfish purposes. :

ICKI BAUM’S unique German 
V arama “Grand Hofel,” which, 

incidentally, was no great suc- 
cess in Miss Baum’s native theater. 
came to .the Shubert last night, 
with the brilliant Eugenie Leonto- 
vich as its star, for a stay of a 
week following its record breaking 
run in New York and an enthu- 
siastic reception in Chicago. It 
proved to be a play of tremendous 
power which has been given a dis- 
tinct motion picture form of treat- 
ment, a method of handling en- 
tirely new to the legitimate stage 
and one which adds considerably 
to the effectiveness of a most un- 
usual story. 

As a matter of fact there is very 
little story to the play. There are 
to be sure, two central, if slight, 
themes upon which are hung sev- 
eral other more or less inde pendent 
plots. So independent are. these 
indeed, that the two stéllar roles of 
the play never came in contact 
with each’ other after a single 
fleeting moment and other charac- 
ters, important to the action, do not 
come together at all. 

It is not to be inferred however 
that “Grand Hotel” is loosely knit 
or at all disconnected ‘in its tell- 
ing. It is the story of 36 hours in 
a great Berlin hotel; the events 
which transpire under one roof and 
a cross section of the people who 
pass each other, nod and go their 
ways during .that time. As in 
“Street Scene,” which was the story 
of a_ single New York block, 
“Grand Hotel” does not go beyond 
the one building for its action. 
There is a birth recorded, a killing 
committed and in between these 
two events there is romance and 
human emotion of many sorts and 
kinds. In the course of the three 
acts in which the play is written 
there are no less than 18 scenes. 
These are changed so effectively 
and so rapidly—a technique again 
suggestive of the cinemas—that the 
drama moves swiftly and surely to 
a finish which is surprising in that 
most of the characters simply fade 
out of the picture as the Grand 
Hotel prepares to enter upon an- 
other day’s business with another 
collection of rapidly arriving guests. 

At the hotel, at the time the 
story opens, is Gruisinskaia, a Rus- 
sian ballerina who is tired of her 
art and of life itself. Also there is 
Kringelein, a small town clerk who 
has been told by his physician that 
he has but a short time to live and 
who has gathered together all of 
his meager worldly wealth for one 
last fling at life. These are the two 
principal characters of the play and 
yet they see each other but once 
during the course of the action and 
exchange no words at all. Ard at 
the end it is only Kringelein, tak- 
ing with him a flighty little stenog- 
rapher as he departs, who finds 
some measure of happiness.

There is a Baron von Gai- 
gern, a penniless gentleman who 
has tome to steal the dancer's jew- 
els, but who remains to fall in love 
and to lose his life. There is 
Preysing, a manufacturer who 
puts over a big business deal and 
seeks relaxation with the hotel 
typist, and there is, also, a myste- 
rious Dr. Otterschlag, a more or 
less permanent guest at the hotel. 

Each of these characters is so 
perfectly played that their roles 
become the star parts of the vari- 
ous little dramas which combine 
to make the chief play. Siegfried 
Rumann is excellent as the Ger- 
man industrialist and Paula True- 
man scores just as completely as 
the stenographer. As Baron von 
Gaigern, Albért Van Decker gives 
an equally fine performance. 

But, after all, it is Eugenie Le- 
ontovich, as the dancer, Grusin- 
skaia and Sam Jaffe, the dying 
clerk Kringelein, who make the 
unique melodrama a stupendous 
thing of the theater. Leontovich, 
beautiful and graceful, is magnifi- 
cent throughout the piece, and Mr. 
Jaffe, in a tremendously sympa- 
thetic and appealing role, shares 
all of the honors with her. (As 
said before, the action of the play 
does not bring these two together. 
That in itself is most unusual—but 
“Grand Hotel” is unusual in every 
way and easily takes rank as the 
finest dramatic offering of the 
stage in many years. ,

“The international bankers are 
purchasers of foreign securities 
only for sufficient time to enable 
them, at a profit, to pass them on 
to the general public. It is a beau- 
tiful system for them, out of which, 
ot course, because of their acumen, 
their ability, their morality, their 
righ sense of service to the Amer- J 
ican public, they have made their 
enormous fortunes. 

“During the progress of the in- 
vestigation, I rece‘ved a number of 
letters from those who were inter- 
ested in small banks, who com- 
plained bitterly of the compulsion 
put upon them. They told or now 
they had _ received allocation of 
foreign loans; how they accepted 
them because of abject fear, and \\ 
the dire results that had resulted. 

Part May Be Recovered. 

“The enormous sum of $815,468,- 
300 of Latin American bonds is in 
default. It is likely there will be 
some recovery of a part of this 
amount, but at best it will be only a 
part. That there should have been 
unloaded bonds of this character 
upon the small investor in our 
country, upon the representations 
of international bankers, whose for- 
tunes exceed the wildest dreams of 
avarice, is appalling. 

“They acted only for profit. They 
were perfectly willing to maintain 
dictators in power, and to be party 
to the suppression of every natural 
right of citizens of South American 
republics. They contributed the 
money for the destruction of liberty 
itself, and upon them is the respon- LA: 
sibiliiy not only for the financial 
ruin of a vast number of American 
citizens, but for the destruction of 
personal and political rights in 
Latin-American states. 

“The means by which some loans 
' were obtained in Latin America 
were little short of infamous. The 
Peruvian loans were obtained by 
the purchase of the son of. the 
President. The business was orizg- 
inally initiated by F. J. Lisman & 
Co., bui the negotiations and ulti- 
mate consummation were by J. and 
W. Seligman & Co. Juan Leguia 
was the son of the President of 
Peru, é He was paid by Seligman 
& Co. a sum between $400,000 and 
$500,000 after the loan had been 
obtained.” 

After reviewing in detail the 
history of the Colombian loan, the 
Barco concession to the Mellon- 
Morgan interests (made at a time 
when Andrew Mellon was a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet), the State De- 
partment’s intervention, and its 
subsequent refusal to give the Sen- 
ate the official correspondence, the 
Californian concluded as follows: 

“Not a tithe of the sorry, sordid 
tale has been related today. 
Enough has been , mentioned to 
arouse the hot indignation of those 
who are entrusted with the people's 
welfare, and to require them to do 
what lies in their power to prevent 
a recurrence in the future. 

Will Press His Measures. | 

“It is my purpose to press with 
all dispatch the bills which I have 
introduced in the hope of curbing 
the nefarious practices of which 
this investigation has made us fa- 
miliar, 

“Publicity I would insist upon 
for all foreign loans, that there 
may be some place where inquiries 
may be made and details aséer- 
tained. Methods such as are em- 
ployed by the various states in re- 
gard to securities offered within 
the State I would endeaver to have 
adopted by ‘the national Govern- 
ment cencerning foreign loans. 

“Above all, had I the power, I 
would take this Government out of 
the lethargy that has characterized 
it. I would awaken it to its re- 
‘sponsibilities to its investing peo- 
ple. I would make it the arbiter 
in the offering of foreign sccuritics 
and thus compel it to do for the 
people what it has been doing in 
the interest of international bank- 
ers.” 

Throughout his long address 
Johnson received the rapt attention 
of the Sénate. Republicans on his 
own side of the chamber clustered 
around him, and several of the 
Democrats crossed the aisle in or- 
der to hear him better.

The declarer forgot that West, 
having bid the suit headed only 
by the king, must have at least 
five, and therefore East was now 
void of hearts. 

He ran four club tricks, then 
lazily figured that when he lost 
the spade finesse the adversaries 
could take the rest of the tricks. 
It would be better, he carelessly 
thought, if he merely cashed his 
club ace and let them have the 
rest, which he did, going down 
three tricks. 

Had he remembered West's heart 
bid, he would have played a small 
spade to the ten after running the 
clubs. This would have enabled 
him to make his contract unless 
East put up a perfect defense. The 
latter could do it in two ways, 
either by taking the spade and re- 
turning another, then playing low 
on the first diamond lead, or else 
by letting the ten win and on the 
first diamond covering if it was the 
jack, ducking if it was low. Either 
of these procedures would beat the 
contract one trick, any other de- 
fense giving declarer game. To 
give up the hand and accept a ver- 
dict of three down was childish. 

Who can imagine South bidding 
one no trump on ‘the following 
hand and making six-odd with the 
assistance of East and West? That 
actually happened, with two noted 
players furnishing “brilliantly un- 
sound” defense, as will be related 
next week.

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declarer played the queen for dum- 
my. Both opponents protested that 
he had no right to finesse after 
having made a claim of a specific 
number of tricks. South declared 
he had not relinquished his rights 
to finesse, but had exposed his 
hand merely to accommodate his 
opponents. Under protest he played 
the hand without finessing and lost 
a trick to West’s diamond king in 
addition to one of the clud king. 
South contends that he won his 
wager, as he would have made the 
contract if he had finessed. Is he 
right? 

It must be assumed that South's 
wager was that he would take the 
tricks claimed while playing under 
the laws of the game of contract 
bridge, not the laws of baseball, 
football or tennis, or under some 
revised laws of bridge, revised to 
suit himself. Under the laws, when 
a number of tricks has been 
claimed by the declarer, “either ad- 
versary may require him to place 
his cards face up on the table and 
play out the hand.” He may not 
take any finesse unless he “an- 
nounces his intention to do so when 
making his clatm,” or “the adver- 
sary on the left of the finessing 
hand had refused the suit before 
the claim was made.”
